M. Rodegerdts and M. DuBois called with a nunber of
guestions about participation in the hearing. In response
to their first question, | advised themthat an individual
who presents a policy statenent woul d not necessarily be
precluded fromtestifying as a witness on behalf of a party.
The hearing notice precludes a participant, such as the

Cal i fornia Farm Bureau, from presenting a case in chief and
making a policy statenent. |Instead, a participant who
presents a case in chief should state the participant’s
position during the participant’s opening statenent.
However, an individual |andowner, for exanple, may nake a
policy statenment on his or her own behalf and also testify
as a wtness for the Farm Bureau. But | cautioned agai nst
attenpting to present testinony on nmatters that really
shoul d be part of a policy statenent.

I n response to another question | informed M. Rodegerdts
and M. DuBois that the SWRCB woul d not hear policy
statenents on April 23" in Sacramento. Any policy
statenents nust be presented in Holtville on the 22" or be
submtted in witing in advance of the hearing. | told them
that it isn't necessary to submt a notice of intent to
appear in order to present a policy statenent only, although
we strongly encourage those who intend to make only policy
statenments to submit a notice of intent to appear and to
submt the policy statenent in witing. | advised that it

i S necessary to submt a notice of intent to appear, with a
list of witnesses, in order to participate in the
evidentiary portion of the hearing and present testinony.

Finally, M. Rodegerdts and M. DuBois wanted to know if
persons who are not protestants would be allowed to
participate as parties. | informed themthat it is within
the hearing officer’s discretion to all ow persons other than
protestants to participate as parties and present evi dence.

| said that it has been the SWRCB' s practice to be fairly

| eni ent about allow ng persons other than protestants to



participate in a hearing once it has been schedul ed. |

advi sed M. Rodegerdts that if the California Farm Bureau
desires to participate as a party and present a case in
chief it should submt a notice of intent to appear, listing
its proposed witnesses. |f no one objects, the Farm Bureau
will probably be allowed to present its case in chief.
